Standaid's battery of lawyers fought 
bitterly against admission of the evi- 
dence. All ot the objections were over- 
ruled by Referee 
Ferris, who held 


that only the federal judges in Mis- 
oomi v. cie competent to decide upon 
the admissibi'iiy of the evidence. 


Philip Harrison, at present the man- 


ager of the Xew York Lubricating OiH 
company, which was engaged in a 
long strife with the Standard in the 
lubricating oil industry, was on the 
•'•itness stand and testified that though 
the products of his company had prov- 
en satisfactory to the railroads and 
weie sold at prices under the Stand- 
ard's figures, the railroads declined to 
renew their contracts with the New- 
York Lubricating Oil company. 
Mr. 


Harrison said he was never openly told 
bj the i ail road officials why the con- 
tracts were not entered into again, 
but he had a well defined idea of the 
cause. 


The New York Lubricating Oil com- 


pany entered into a. contract in 1903 
to supply the Louisville and Nashville 
i ail way for a period of two years, said 
Mr. Harrison, and six months before 
the contract expiied President Milton 
Smith of the railroad informed the oil 
company that it need not. endeavor to 
obtain a renewal of the contract Mr. 
Harrison testified 
that he had in- 


formed President Smith that If he was 
permitted to bid for the business be 
was prepared to reduce the price of 
engine oil from the current contract 
price. Notwithstanding the fact that 
President Smith had praised the qual- 
ity of the oil and that it was offered 
at a lowpr prire than that asked by 
the Standaid, Mr. Harrison said the 
Louisville and Nashville railway en- 
tered into a contract with the Galena 
Signal Oil company, a subsidiary ot 
the oil combine. 


Mr. Kellogg, counsel for the govern- 


ment, showed the witness the contract 
entered into by the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Galena company 
after the railroad's contract with the 
New York Lubricating company 
had 


expired and Mr. Harrison said that the 
figures showed that the railroads paid 
330,000 a year more for its oil to the 
Standard than it would have paid un- 
der a contract with the New York 
company. Mr. Harrison testified that 
tr"1 Central Railway of Georgia bad 
purchased its oil from his company 
and that it had been satisfactory. The 
Standard obtained the business, the 


bs said, notwithstanding the fact 


that the oil combine charged a higher 
pi ice than the New York Lubricating 
company.

INSECTS GONE, BIRDS STARVE 


Strange Condition to ]3e Investigated 


by Departrr.snt of Agriculture. 


Farmers at Beliingharn, Wash., are 


being harassed "by great flocks oi 
crows which alight in fields of small 
grain and corn and eat everything in 
sight. 


The birds are devastating the fields 


because a strange plague had swept 
over the forests, destroying nearly!ev- 
ery spec-K-s of insect, says a Belling- 
ham special dispatch to the Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune. All birds are suf- 
fering for want of food. Scientists in 
the western part of the country are 
much interested in what they say is a 
migration of all insects. 


The crows come from the woods in 


flocks that number thousands aui 
alight in fields, where their cawing 
and clattering may be heard for miles 
The farmers have tried all methods to 
get rid of the pest, but to no avail. 


James* Wilson, secretary of agrlcul 


ture, recently -went through the Bel 
lingham section of the state and was 
told of the ravages of the crows. He 
sent an expert to investigate the sto- 
ries of the disappearance of insects 
and the report has been confirmed. Dis 
ease or a sudden migration is advancec 
as a theory. 
Not an insect of anj 


species can be found anywhere in the 
big fir and.cedar -woods. The caterpil 
lors and butterflies, usually so nurner 
ous at this season of the year, are no- 
where to be seen. 


An investigation will be made by the

The new State law providing for 


the non-partisan election of members 
of the Board of Education will be op- 
erative for the first time at the com- 
ins election. 


The names of all candidates for the 


board of education will appear on. a 
special ballot distinct from the regu- 
lar municipal ballot. The names will 
appear witnout any party emblem or 
designation of any kind, even where 
party nominations have been made. 
The new law, designed *o lift 
the 


election of School Board 
members 


from party politics, reads: 


"The names of all candidates for 


members of the Board of Education 
in any school district, however, nom- 
inated, shall be placed on one inde- 
pendent and separate ballot, without 
any designation whatever except for 
member of the Board of Education, 
and the number of members to be 
elected." 


The names of candidates will ap- 


pear on the special school ballot in 
alphabetic?:] order, in a specially ar- 
ranged series of ballots. The whole 
number of ballots to be printed for 
the school election is to bo divided 
by the number of candidates running 
for places on the board. The quo- 
tient of ballots, under the law, 
in 


each series of ballots to be printed 
as follows: 


"The names of candidates shall be 


arranged in in alphabetical order and 
the first series of ballots 
printed. 


Then the fiist name is placed last 
and the next series printed and the 
process repeated until the name of 
each candidate appears first." 


The school election retu-ns are to 


be kept on separate books and tally 
sheets. 


The possible extension o" non-parti- 


san voting to include municipal elec- 
tions depends somewhat on the man- 
ner in which 
the 
new method of 


voting for 
School Board candidates 


is received at this election. Bills are 
now pending before 
the legislature 


to remove the party emblem from all 
ballots in municipal elections.

is done in Massachusetts and Ohio is 
going to try the "xperJment.

Pefyfii' Oct. 8.—A 
new telegraph 


convention between Russia and China 
was signed here. Under it China re-: 
covers all her previotis telegraph 
rights in Russian Manchuria and 21,- 
000 miles of lines and connections are 
formally turned back to her.
